DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is response to Applicants' ROE and IDS filed on 04/29/201 0. 

2. Claims 2-3, 14 and 20-40 were cancelled. 

3. Claims 1,4-13, 15-19 and 41 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 1,4-13, 15-19 and 41 are 
allowed in light of the applicants' provided references listed on IDS that submitted on 
04/29/2010: 

Menke (Pub. No.: US 2002/01 238878 A1 ) teaches generating user interface for 
editing the application and a method and apparatus for internationalizing the textual 
content of electronic document with steps of associating a predefined parameter with 
content in a source web page to be translated. The code in the fig. 6 as HTML for 

defining the label. 

Light (US Patent No.: 5,842,217) teaches method for identifying and processing 
the compound terms in the document representations; and 

Neumann, Angelika (WO 94/19755, hereinafter as Neumann) teaches a method 
and system for translating documents using translation handles.

In combination of Menke, Light and Neumann fail to teach searching a label 
database for indications of existing labels that include text matching the desired text that 
is received at an interface indicating for the new label. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification are also allowed.
